2. Insert the RollerCoaster Tycoon 2: Wacky Worlds CD-ROM game disc into your 
CD-ROM drive. 

3. If AutoPlay is enabled, a titie screen should appear. If AutoPlay is not enabled, 
or the installation does not start automatically, click on the Start button on your 
Windows® taskbar, then on Run. Type D:\ Setup and click on OK. Not0: If your 
CD-ROM drive is assigned to a letter other than D, substitute that letter. 

4. Follow the remainder of the on^reen instructions to finish installing the 
RollerCoaster Tycoon 2: Wacky Worlds CD-RO M garre. 

5. Once installation is complete, launch RollerCoaster Tycoon 2 as you normally 
would — the Wacky Worlds expansion pack scenarios will appear in the same 
areas as RollerCoaster Tycoon 2 scenarios, but start with "WW."
